4. The careful cultivation of genuine religion, in 
your families. Whatever be the relation in which you 
ſtand, punctually diſcharge your duties, and endeavour 
to promote the order and piety of the houſehold. 
But herein parents and maſters are eſpecially concerned. 
It is their bounden duty, to maintain the worſhip. of 
God in their families; to inſtrutt the riſing genera- 
tion in the principles of religion; to watch over their 
morals---and to inure them to conſtant attendance on 
the public fervice of the houſe of God. And this 
' ſhould be attended to with hearty, concern, that thoſe 
under their care may have the power, with the form of 
religion.

God is diſhonoured; your hearts are 
pained; and the obje of your prayers, and inſtruc- 
tions, is fruſtrated. In ſome inſtances, we think, 
much injury is done to the cauſe, by parents indulging 
an idea of its being well, if their children attend public 
worſhip any where. For hence, they are permitted to 
ramble.

and, may often be a cloak for ſabbath- breaking. We 
mould make it an indiſpenſible point, that they worſhip 
God with us; unleſs there appears againſt it, principle 
of conſcience.-—-As for me and my houſe, we will ſerve 
the Lord.
